CINCINNATI, October 23.—The National 
Board of Steam Navigation eonvened at 10 
o’cloek this morning and received and acted 
upon several reports. 

Capt. Kautz, of the United States Navy, 
Light-house Inspector, was present and hand- 
ed in an important communication respecting 
light posts on Western rivers. 

The officers for the ensuing year were then 
elected as follows: President, E. W. Gould, 
of St. Louis; first vice-president, R. H. 
Woolfolk; second, J. B. Coyle, of Portland, 
Me.: third, H. R. Edmunds, of Philadel- 
phia; corresponding secretary, B. S. Osborn, 
of New York: treasurer, F. W. Nickerson, 
of Boston; chairman of executive committee, 
Thos. Sherlock, of Cincinnati. 

Twenty-seven members now comprise the 
executive committee. The report of the ex- 
ecutive for the past year is now being read. 
The board willadjourn to meet at Norfolk, 
Va., next year. 

The report of the executive committee was 
read, setting forth what haa been accomplished 
the past year andthe proposed action of the 
next session of the congress. 

Some discussion took place respecting the 
standard of coal oil for shipment on steam- 
ers, and it was finally recommended 
that it be fixed at 150 degs., 
which is forty degrees above the standard 
required by foreign governments. 

An address was made by Hon. Ben. Butter- 
worth, and Hon. O. S. Willis, of Kentucky, 
delivered a eulogy and offered a resolu— 
tion respecting the late S. M. Shirley, of 
Louisyille, one of the founders of the Board.

THE GAS SUIT. 


Continuation of the Argument Be- 
fore the Court To-Day. 


Explanation of the Case and Reply to the 
Prosecution by Col. Broadhead. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFELSON City, Mo., October 23.—\t tie 
ec o-e of Col. Broacdhead’s speech on yesterday, 
tre Court conclude | to adjourn until this morn- 
ing, thus giving to-day to the argument of 
Messrs. Vest and Noble. Mr. Vest fin- 
ished at twelve o'clock, and the 
court adjourned till 2 o’clock, when Ge. No- 
Llc heyvins his argument ani c:oses the case. 

Col. Brendhead in his argument said that 
this suit was pendingtrom 1870 to 1575 with- 
cut any steps being taken on the 
pert of the city to bring it to trial; 
that in the meantime in 1873 a contract 
was made between the city, the St. L4uis Gis 
Light Company and the Laclede Company, by 
which all matters in controversy betwee. the 
parties tothis suit were settled, and this suit 
to be disimisse tand the city to ave two years 
to pay the sum of $289,000 
admitted to be due by the city to the company. 
It is claimed by the city that tms contract is 
void tor want of power on the par: of both the 
city andthe company; that the Gas Company

Mr. Broadhead denied both these proposi- 
tions and argued thatthe tranchisesof the Gas 
Company were not forfeited unless a purchase 
or contract for purchase had been made! etween 
the parties either in 1800 or 1865 by the terms 
of the charter: that no such steps were taken 
to pertect such purchase; that the resolution 
of 1559 was not only in violation of the ac- 
quirement of 1846 by which the city 
waved the right to purchase in 
1859 and 2830, but no eps 
were taken under it to pertect the purcua-e, 
nor could hev be take 1 under 
the contracts betwren the parties 
that no resolution or notice Wiis 
given in 1865, and tbat be virtue of the chuar- 
ter of the company its franchises were 
continued for twenty-tive vears longer. Besides 
the Legislature by the ac s of 1564 and 1868 
had both recognized che exis‘ence of the 
Gus Company as 1 ‘‘coporation, and

THE IRISH LAND QUESTION. 

The anti-rent agitators in Ireland could 
not do better than to fortify themselves be- 
hind the authority of the eminently English 
Mill, who, in his Political Economy, ex- 
presses grave doubts as to the rightful 
ownership of what he calls the ‘‘unearned 
increment of value in land.’’ Here the most 
eminent of recent English philosophers and 
the most ignorant and oppressed of Irish 
peasants agree in opinion, the peasants 
reaching by instinct a conclusion which the 
philosopher had arrived at only after years 
of study. 

The trouble in Ireland is, not that prices 
of agricultural products have fallen, but 
that, as land increases in value, those who 
have done nothing to give it value get all 
the benefit, while those whose labor and 
sacrifices have made it valuable get none of 
the benefit, but are actually poorer for 
their work. An ‘enterprising tenant- 
farmer takes a lease of the waste 
bog moor adjoining his farm 
at a low rent; he improves it

and in ten years the land has doubled in 
value. If it has doubied in value he has 
to pay double rent; if he has made it ten 
times as valuable, he has to pay ten times 
as much rent. Whatever the increment of 
value is, he gets none of it; the landlord 
gets all. 

With such a condition of affairs, it is 
merely a question of time when protest and 
resistance will reach the stage of rebellion, 
and when the few will find themselves op- 
posed bythe many. That point seems to 
have been reached to-day. The Irish peo- 
ple seem to have gotten it into their heads 
that it is not exactly just that the landlords 
should grow rich by neglecting the land, 
while the tenants grow poor by cultivating 
it.

CETYWAYO INTERVIEWED. 


How He Expresses Himself Upon the 
Subject of the Zulu War. 


[From the London Times. | 

CAPE TowN, September 16.—At noon yes- 
terday the ex-King was visited by Sir Bartle 
Frere, attended by the Hon. Mr. Littleton, 
his private secretary, Capt.Tallam Parr, mili- 
tary secretary, and Lieut. Dalrymple, A. D. 
C. Later in the day the Premier,Mr. Gordon 
Sprigg, and Mr. Miller, Treasurer General, vis- 
ited the royal captive’s quarters to see if the 
arrangements for his accommodation were 
satisfactory. During the course of the Pre- 
mier’s interview Cetywayo, through Mr. 
Longcast, the interpreter, talked with appar- 
ent frankness of many incidents of the war. 
From the accounts his people gave him it 
seems they greathy exaggerated the English 
losses and magnified the Zulu successes in all 
the engagements whieh occurred. He ac- 
knowledged, however, he had done wrong in 
allowing his people to fight with us. 
Chaka,“ he said. was a child of the Brit- 
ish government. I was also a child and sub- 
ject. My father, the government, came 
to chasten me for my wrong-doing. I caught 
the stick with which he wished to beat me 
and broke it.

He 
further begged that his case might be put be- 
fore the great Queen in as favorable a light 
as possible, and asked how many days it 
would take tosend a message and receive a 
reply from England. He was told two months 
might elapse before Her Majesty’s pleasure 
regarding him could be known.

UNHAPPY: ROYALTY. 


Risks Incurred by Pretenders to and 
Occupants of the eh Throne—Only 
One Since Louis XV. has died Peace- 
fully in France. 


The banquet at Chambord and sundry other 
manifestations show that the French throne is 
still regarded as a prize worth winning, and 
yet it has been in reeent times, at any rate, 
singularly fatal to its oeeupants. Only one 
French King since Louis XV., the Well Be- 
loved (who narrowly escaped being assassin- 
ated by Damiens. and whose coffin was pelted 
with mud), says the Paris correspondent of 
the Pall Mall Gazette, has died peacefully in 
France, and that King (Louis XVIII.) was 
twice in exile. Louis XVI. perished on 
the scaffold; Napoleon I. died at St. 


Helena; Charles X. at Goritz; Louis Philippe 
xt Claremont; Napoleon III. at Chiselhurst. 
It is a remarkable fact, too, that since the ac- 
cession of the Bourbons only two direct heirs 
to the crown have reigned in France—Louis 
XIII., who ascended the throne after the 
Jesuits bad assassinated his father, Henry 
IV., and Louis XIV., whe succeeded Louis 
XIII. Louis XIV. was therefore the last 
Dauphiu who inherited the crown. He had 
several sons and grandsons, but they all died 
before him, with the exception of his 
grandson, the Due d’Anjou, who had 
been seated on the throne of Spain in 
spite of Lord Peterborough and tne Aus- 
trians, and who founded the Bourbon line 
across the Pyrenees. The Dauphin of Louis 
XIV. died, leaving behind him three sons— 
the Dukes of Burgundy, Anjou and Berri— 
and Louis XV. was the son of the eldest of the 
three brothers. The Grand Monarque was, 
therefore, succeeded, after the regency of the 
Duke of Orleans, by bis great-grandson. 
Fearing on his death-bed that the Bourbon 
line migbt become extinct, he declared his 
illegitimate children, eight of whom had been 
legitimized, capable of succeeding to the 
throne of France in default of princes of the 
blood. However, in due time, and although 
it was generally supposed that the Duke of Or- 
leans would make away with the youthful 
monarch, Louis XV. mounted the throne. 
Louis XV., before he was sixteen vears old, 
married the daughter of the King of Poland, 
and such was the joy occasioned by this 
pledge of peace givento Europe and of the 
grandeur to France,” wrote Charles du Ro- 
zier, that lawyers pleaded without fees and 
dentists drew teeth for nothing.’’ By this 
marriage Louis had six children—tive daugh- 
ters and one son. Three of his daughters 
survived him, and hadin their old age to fly 
before the Revolution. The Dauphin, who 
preferred the company of scholars and savans 
to the dissipation of Versailles, and who pos- 
sibly would have made an excellent monarch, 
died at the early age of thirty-six. Beneath 
bis portrait Voltaire wrote: 
Connu par ses vertus plus que par ses travaux, 
Il sut penser ep sage, et mourut eu heros. 
And, if we are to believe La Harpe, when 
he died a copy of Locke was found under his 
pillow. The first wife of the Dauphin died 
before she had been a year married in giving 
birth to a daughter; but, by a second mar- 
riage with the Princess Marie Josephe, of 
Saxony, Louis of France had five children— 
Mme. Clothilde, who married the King of 
Sardinia; Mme. Elizabeth, who was guillo- 
tined during the revolution, and three sons, 
who were all destined to rule over France— 
Louis XVI., Louis XVIII. and Charles X. 
The House of Valois came to au end with 
the three sons of Henri and Catherine 
de Medicis, who reigned successively 
as Francis II., Charles IX. and 
Henry III., and the probability seems, in 
spite of the predictions of Nostradamus and 
other prophets; that the elder Bourbon line is 
destined toend in the same manner witha 
triple reign. Louis XV. was succeeded by his 
grandson Louis XVI., and the fate of the 
Dauphin of that unfortunate monarch, who 
paid the penalty of the follies and vices of his 
predecessors, forms one of the most gloomy 
episodes of French history. ‘The only son of 
Louis XVI. and Marie Antoinette was tortured 
to death inthe Temple. The French throne 
was next filled by Napoleon I., who iu order 
to leave a direct heir to the throne and to 
found « dynasty put away the Empress Jose- 
phine and married Marie Louise of Austria. 
A son was born, but the spell rem ined un- 
broken, and the King of Rome died at Vienna 
Duke of Reichstadt and colonel of an Austri- 
an cavalry regiment—a victim, acoording to 
the Memoirs of Marshal Marmont,’’ of the 
assiduity with which, in spite of a feeble con- 
stitution, he performed his military duties. 
THE CROWN TO THE BOURKBONS, 
England having taken the eagle and Austria 
the eaglet, the French crown returned to the 
Bourbons and Louis XVIII. ascended the 
throne. Louis XVIII. had no children, and 
was succeeded by his brother, Charles X., 
who had two sons, the Due d’Angouleme, 
who became Dauphin and who had no child- 
ren, and the Duc de Berri, who was stabbed 
on the steps of the Opera in 1820 by Louvel, 
and whose wife was seven months afterward 
confined of ason, who was called Duke of 
Bordeaux, but who is now known as the Comte 
de Chambord. The Rovalists,’’ says a 
French bistorian, “hailed the new-born prinee 
as the child of miracle, and 
Saw in this event the presage 
of long and glorious destinies for 
the elder branch of the Bour bons. Ten 
years later Charles X., the Dauphin and the 
child of miracle“ were driven into exile 
and conveyed to England on board an Ameri- 
can ship belenging to Mr. Patterson, the 
father-in-law of Jerome Bonaparte. In 1833 
Chateaubriand visited the aged monarch at 
Prague. ‘*l was overcome with emotion,“ 
he wrote, on seeing in the residenee of the 
Emperor of Austria the sixty-eighth King of 
France, bent under the weight of seventy-six 
vears, twenty-four of which had been passed 
in exile and five on atottering throne. The 
monarch is ending his days with bis grand- 
son, whose father was assassinated and whose 
mother is a captive’’ (confined in the fort ess 
of Blaye for exciting a revoiution in La 
Vendee against Louis Philippe). The last 
Dauphin of France, tae Duc d’Angouleme, 
was destined to die like bis father at Goritz. 
The crown now passed from the elder to the 
younger Bourbon branch, but fate remained 
inexorable. Before Louis Philippe was 
driven from France he had the misfortune to 
lose bis eldest son, the Duke of Orleans. who 
was thrown from his carriage and killed on 
the spot. When the storm of 1848 arrived the 
Duchess of Orleans endeavored to save the 
crown for the Comte de Paris, but her cour- 
ageous efforts, were unsuccessful and the Roy- 
alists were swept away root and branch. In 
1852 the French throne was once more occu- 
pied, and another attempt was made to per- 
petuate the imperial dynasty. After the 
crushing defeat of Sedan Napoleon IIT. lost 
his throne, and it is needless to recall how the 
Prince Imperial fellin the Zulu war. With 
regard to the Bonapartes, it is curious to re- 
mark that the present head of the house is the 
youngest child of the youngest brother of Na- 
poleon I.; also that before divorcing Jo- 
sephine the Emperor wished (for reasons 
it would be rather delicate to relate) to settle 
the succession on the eldest son of his brother 
Louis. Again death interfered. and the im- 
perial throne descended, not to the eldest, but 
to the third son of Louis and Hortense. Look- 
ing at these facts, it is, perhaps, not very 
astonishing to find the adherents of pretend«- 
ers to the French throne more anxious than 
the pretenders themselves to disturb the ex- 
isting order of things.

THE EDELWEISS. 


A Flower that Lures Alpine Tourists to 
Destruction. 
[From the Swiss Continent.] 

Every traveler in Switzerland is familiar 
with the tender star-shaped flowers of this 
curious plant, whose sage-green blossoms are 
stuck into the hat of every guide, and are 
collected with rare ingenuity by the importu- 
nate little rascals who race the carriages on 
the roads, or start out like rabbits from 
the bushes as the pedestrian begins 
his solitary climb. The plant is scarce 
and very partial. It is found in the Engadine, 
seidom in the Bernese Oberland, and has par- 


tichlax corners and Mountains that it loves to 
affect. This scarcity and partiality gave to 
the Edelweiss a somewhat unhealthy notorie- 
ty. The rarer it became the more ambitious 
were the excursienists to secure a sprig. 
Some years ago every cockney hat was 
adorned with the curious bloom, feathered, 
as its botanical name implies, like an old 
man’s beard, and it was nolongera sign of 
patience and endurance to wear this 
retty badge that hitherto had denoted a 
ong climb and patient search. When tourists 
began to brand their alpenstocks down in the 
valley with the name of a mountain whose 
base they touched, but whose top they never 
attempted to reach, then was Edelweiss sold 
by the handful at Interlaken, Chamouni and 
Grindelwald, and the guides, porters and 
boys were tempted to rifle the moun- 
tains of their peerless flowers. When 
the rage for art greens. came upon us 
in full force, esthetic young ladies flattered 
themselves that a wreath of the soft pet- 
als would look becoming in the hair, and 
some went so far as to appear at fancy balls 
in the character of the Alps, smothered in 
edelweiss. As for the flower itself, it was 
not so courteous and graceful as the Indian 
plant of beauty, that raises up its head and 
opens atthe approach ef a woman. On the 
contrary, it refused to be in any way gra- 
cious at the touch of the female 
botanist, and sternly declined to be 
transplanted. The more obstinate was the 
edelweigs, the more determined became the 
ladies, and they purchased it by the root, care - 
fully tended it during the journey home,nurs- 
ed it across the sea, watched it to every rail- 
way station, and handed it to the family gard- 
ener. in order to hear in a few days that the 
plant, sickening and sighing for ite mountain 


home, bad refused to exist in England with 
the aid of any artificial process. 

There have been only one or two very rare 
ond exceptional cases where the edelweiss 
was induced to live and give forth flowers in 
England. and then the result was only ob- 
tained by a system of nursing that would have 
worn out the majority of botanists. At last 
the Swiss government determined to put down 
by law the w e destruc- 

of this popular flower. It 
was rapidly disappearing altogether 
from the country, when an enactment made 
it penal to take a plant up by the roots. The 
dignity and importanee of legislation gave a 
new impetus to the interest which was attach- 
ed to the plant, and going in search of the 
edelweiss became as attractive a source of 
danger as any to be found in Switzerland, 
Unaccompanied by guidcs and straying from 
the beaten tracks, more than one tourist hs 
risked his life, and several have been already 
killed, in the quest.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., October 20, 1879.—

The 
railroad company owned a large quantity of 
land in that neighborhood, and 
Ensign, who had a good address, 
and was, apparently, a pushing, 
energetic fellow, made a contract with the 
Land Department to dispose of several thou- 
sand acres, allbis sales, however. to be ap- 
proved by the owners ofthe land. He went 
to work in good earnest, and by dint of per- 
sistent advertising and drumming readily 
found purchasers throughout the East, who 
moved upon their newly acquired possessions. 
The agent was fortunate in securing salable 
land, and soon had the greater portion of it 
disposed of, when urgent business’’ called 
him back to the East, and he skipped, for- 
getting, however, to call at St. Louis and settle 
with the Land Department. It Is stated that 
he evaded his contract with the company, and 
the settlers Who were induced to come into 
our county through his agency are now in- 
quiring anxiously about the validity of the title 
acquired to their lands. Maj. Coffin, Land 
Commissioner of the St. Louis and S. F., is at- 
ter this Smart Aleck’’ with the law, and has 
assured all concerned that he will spare neith- 
er pains nor expense. r. Coffin 
enjoys a reputation in this 
section for straightforwardness 
and business integrity, and his administration 
of the Land Department has been such as to 
gain for him unlimited confidence — all 
our people, especially those who oecupy land 
purchased fromthe railroad company. In 
the meanwhile Ensign, having put distance be- 
tween himself and the theater of his recent 
operations, and being snugly ensconced 
in bis old stamping ground, at 
Watertown, N. V., is attempting to 
force Mr. Coffin to abandon the prosecution 
by shying philippics at his office, which the 
newspapers of that place unsuspeetingly puo- 
lish. But it will not work; he will havea 
forced opportunity of 8 uimself iu 
tbe courts, and will in all probability learn te 
bis sorrow that smartuess' is sometimes 
invested in the West at a fearful loss.

EDUCATIONAL NOTES. 


Yale, including the art and medical depart- | 


ments, has 1,100 students.

In the 
meantime the price of furniture has advanced, 
the profits of which goto the manutacturers, 
regaidless of their promises to divide the in 
crease with those absolutely in need of the 
small difference. The men claim, as do all 
other strikers, that they are the poorest paid ot 
any class of workmen and are determined to 
have their rigbts or put their bosses to a con. 
siderable amount of troudie, The principal 
question now sgitating the contemplative 
stiikersis the j.,ogrammé to be pursued in 
waging their war tor living wages. The plan 
pursued by the coopers, meulders and cigar: 
makers did not prove the wisest one, a# 
it opened the way for ‘*seabs’’ 
to the detriment of those on strike. Each 
one of these trades framed articles of agreement 
which were to be signed by the bosses before 
they could obtain the labor desired ; and as each 
employer placed his name on the document 
his manutactory was filled with hands and 
work resumed.
